Town council received a long- 
awaited report Monday evening from 
the Wayne laboratories at Waynes­ 
boro on the results of chemical and 
bacteriological 
analyses 
of 
w'ater 
taken from Gettysburg water com­ 
pany mains. 
The results of the bacteriological 
examinations were listed as satis­ 
factory with the exception of one 
sample taken on East Broadway, 
where “a positive presumptive test 
for b.coli was obtained.” 
Council 
was told that b.coli are bacteria that 
are not harmful in themselves but 
indicate pollution bordering on ty­ 
phoid infection in the w'ater supply. 
President Eplev ordered H. M. Oy- 
» ler, chairman of the water commit­ 
tee who had procured the samples, 
had the test made and presented the 
results to council, to report to George 
W. Naylor, manager of the Gettys­ 
burg water company, the findings of 
the test with regard to the b.coli and 
demand immediate steps to remove 
all danger of infection. 
Six Tests Made 
Six spigot tests were made for 
residual 
chlorine 
here, 
John 
J. 
Shank, of the Wayne laboratories, 
stated to council in a letter. 
Only 
©ne of the tests show’ed a satisfac­ 
tory amount of chlorine in (he water. 
tile communication reported. 
The 
tests wrere taken at a total of six 
places on West Middle, Carlisle and 
York streets and Steinwehr avenue. 
Shank stated that an increase in 
the amount of chlorine in the water 
would remove the b.coli without any 
ill effects on the water consumer. 
With regard to the test for chem­ 
ical ingredients of the w'ater the 
samples were found to be "satisfac­ 
tory In all respects.” 
The letter 
stated that there appears to be no 
unusual conditions in existence here 
as far as chemical content is con­ 
cerned, but that final conclusions 
could not be reached without an ex­ 
tended sanitary survey. 
Claim Right Treatment Missing 
Council w as told that the analysis 
by the Wayne laboratories showed 
that those samples tested indicated 
that a moderately hard water Is be­ 
ing supplied here. Fault was found 
with the lack of scientific treatment 
of the water and the absence of a 
qualified person at the pumping sta­ 
tion to supervise accurate and scien­ 
tific treating of the water before it 
is pumped into the mains of the 
town.

Water Co. Manager 
Describes Treatment 


George W. Naylor, manager of the 
Gettysburg water company, said this 
afternoon that he believes it impos­ 
sible that a positive test for b.coli 
could be found in Gettysburg water 
on a complete confirmation of the 
test. 
“The water is treated regularly and 
as accurately as possible with chlor­ 
ine at the treatment plant. We try 
to keep the chlorine content below 
the point where there would be of­ 
fensive taste or odor and yet suffi­ 
cient to kill bacteria that might be 
present. Our tests liave not showed 
any trace of b.coli in Gettysburg 
water in tire nearly three years that 
I have been here," he stated. 
He pointed out the fact that the 
reported presence of the b.coli, in 
themselves harmless, was found in 
only one residence and not at other 
points tested, indicating a possibil­ 
ity of some contamination during 
the taking of samples or other han­ 
dling of the water.

PETITION signed by 83 busi­ 
nessmen, most of them doing 
business in center square or within a

HORSE AND BUGGY DAYS 


N 
ONE of us wish for the world to go backward, but we do wish for it j 
to go better! In this age of speed, and more speed, “wars and rumors j 
of wars,” some of us long for a return to much that the good old “horse j 
and buggy” days pave with such richness. 
Then we took time to play, to laugh, and to think. The home was a 
tiling divine. Work was a thing expected and out of which grew charac­ 
ter and a happy success. The family altar planted something permanent 
in every youth’s heart. The “cocktail hour” was unknown then! But peo- j 
pie were happy and endured hardship and sorrow without complaint be- j 
cause they were expected as a part of life. Self-respect and self-control 
were household necessities. 
Harvard University had its 300th celebration recently. 
A group of 
distinguished men were appointed to select 50 of its greatest graduates 
for its Hall of Fame. It was a tough job. Mast of them had to be se­ 
lected from the “horse and buggy days!” And most of them are familiar 
to every school-boy, in name and achievement. 
Four of them became 
President of the United States. 
Henry Ford has. for years, been gathering up the relics of thase won­ 
derful days and preserving them iii a great museum at Dearborn, Michi­ 
gan, which covers acres of floor space, just so the future generations may 
look bock, observe, and gain from such a precious heritage. He saw some­ 
thing bigger and more useful to be constructed from those days, and he 
has done it, but he wishes that indomitable spirit that was theirs, to be 
carried on. This museum and his Edison institute alone will endear him 
and give to him lasting fame. 
The horse and buggy days placed a premium upon work, honesty, un­ 
selfish ambition and behavior. The racketeer and bootlegger made him­ 
self scarce and was despised. The Charlie Ross kidnapping incident re­ 
mained a classic of its sort all during those days. 
It would be better for us all if we went back to those dear old horse 
and buggy days and tore a few sheets from their books of beauty, industry, 
and courage, and used them for text-sheets to guide us to a bigger and 
better life under changed conditions and under new skies.

Dear Mr. B u tt:— 
In your published letter addressed to me you stated that Mr. Frank 
Knox had “cast insinuations, and what appears to be disparaging remarks 
relative to the security of our bank deposits and our insurance policies,” 
and has, “declared th at Pennsylvania bank deposits were not secure under 
the present Administration.” 
You asked me to tell you whether the bank deposits are safe, and you 
then said that if they are safe it is not consistent with good judgment for 
me to support Mr. Knox. 
In the same careless manner in which the “High Command of the New 
Dealers,” including Messrs. Tugwell, Hopkins, Ickes, Farley and Frank­ 
furter and Madame Perkins have either carelessly or wilfully misconstrued 
the Constitution of the United States, which is the very bulwark of 
Democracy, in their abortive attem pts to force upon us the nefarious NKA, 
the Agricultural Adjustment Act, the Guffey Coal Bill and others of the 
alphabetical experiments, so too are they making a futile effort to distort 
the statem ents made by Mr. Knox. 
Colonel Knox said, in substance, th a t: 
Pecause of the throat of inflation no savings account, no insurance policy is 
safe under the present Administration. 
Colonel Knox urged, and we are earnestly urging removal of the 
“threats” which cause the element of danger to which he referred. 
lf a building be thoughtfully designed to avoid the weaknesses which 
time has developed in other buildings^ If it be solidly based upon secure 
foundations, and if it be soundly and substantially constructed, then you 
and I, Mr. Butt, would unhesitantly declare such building to be “safe.” 
So too, our banks are now safe. 
lf, however, a Tugwell, a Wallace, a Hopkins, Frankfurter, an Ickes, 
an Earle or a Perkins should obtain temporary possession of the base­ 
ment of such building under solemn promise to guard safely the struc­ 
ture and then without consent of the owners and in violation of all promises 
and of safety rules and regulations, should convey into and keep in such 
basement tons of dynamite, a doubt as to the safety of the building would 
arise in the minds of both of us. That doubt is increased when we learn 
th at such tenant intends to use th at dynamite in conducting experiments 
in the basement and especially so when such tenant or tenants avow in the 
public press and show by their actions that such experiments are design­ 
ed to over-throw the laws of nature; the law of supply and demand, the 
orderly production of crops and various tried and proven practices. When 
again we learn through bitter experience th at such tenants have no knowl­ 
edge of the danger of dynamite or of the care requisite to its safe handling; 
have no experience in its use or storage, then, Mr. Butt, our doubt as to 
the “safety” of the structure increases to a conviction of danger. 
I for 
one, Mr. Butt, under such conditions, would unhesitantly pronounce that 
building, although basically sound, to be in danger; to be unsafe, until the 
threat of explosion is removed by throwing out those who caused the 
threat and created the dangerous condition, and by the removal of the 
dynamite. 
That is what Colonel Knox m eant when he said that our bank de­ 
posits, our insurance policies were not secure under the present Adminis­ 
tration, because of the danger of the “New Deal” dynamite, which in viola­ 
tion of the pledges contained in the Democratic Platform and in violation 
of long established principles of the Democratic Party has been carried into 
the basement of our national, business and social structure by the New 
Deal tenants. 
The “dynamite” is the combination of excessive taxes; “unprecedent­ 
ed governmental spending and w aste;” stupendous deficits; unnecessary 
stirring up of class hatreds among our people; the repudiation of solemn 
pledges; efforts to overcome the law of supply and demand, the interfer­ 
ence with the natural laws of production. These are the present dangers. 
Inflation, a greater calamity, will follow if they be not removed. If inflation 
be permitted to come, the monetary obligations of the Government will 
fall in value and crash as did Germany’s. 
When they fall the Govern­ 
m ent’s guaranty of bank deposits will be worthless; the banks with their 
tremendous holdings of governmental securities will fail; business struc­ 
tures will topple carrying with them insurance and other savings hereto­ 
fore deemed safe. 
Inflation follows mounting of governmental deficits and excessive 
taxation as day follows night. 
On this very subject Franklin D. Roosevelt said, before he strayed
